FIRST STEPS WITH CHICKS. 


Opportune ami Helpful Hints JTrom Sue 


eo'.Gftil Poultry lireedurfl. 


"Why do fhe chickens die?" is an ever 


recurring question, especially with be- 
ginncis. ^ucccssi'ul poultrymen believe 
thati.iv.chof tho movtality of ilic poul- 
try yard is due to the improper care and 
feeding of the little chic!:«. With a view 
to affording timely asjisl-.iicc, we here 
give some lii'lpful hints from a number 
of successful poultry bieedc-rs. The au 
thorities are generally agreed that tho 
chicks should lie left alone when theyaie 
hatching out and not disturbed with at- 
tempts to feed them for 24 hours after 
hatching. Asiiiiilolho first feed given 
is a little hard boiled egg chopped fine, 
with fine bread cruinbs. 


The Feathered World, in an article on 


chicken fceiling, says that the chick can- 
not to D soon be supplied with food that 
will require tho grinding power of tho 
gizzard f o bo prnpcily brought into ac- 
tion. This authority claims that even 
baby chicks should bo fed upon a sanded 
floor. There has been much disputo as 
to bow soon dry ^rain or cracked grain 
should bo fe 1 to chicks. Tho authority 
quoted advises that when chicks are 
young broken wheat or oatmeal should 


given along with other feed. 
Wiight, the well known English au- 


thority, fjys that Iho bcft food for 
chicken-,, irrespective of price, is oat- 
meal. 
He claims fhat after tho first 


meal of bre.-.d crumbs and egg no food 
is equal to it if coarsely ground and 
only moistennl enough so that it will 
remain crumbly. Farm Poultry, com- 
m"n'Ji!g on this, says that oatmeal, ir- 
respccfivo of price, is an economical 
food; that it has paid by actual experi- 
ment lo make it two-fifths of the fooc 
of chicks from shell to maturity.

A Fence Nicety Blilen long. 


During former 
years considerable, 


trouble lias been caused by cattle bei 
longing to white stockmen staying 
across tho line to the Indian reserva- 
tions. Particularly has this been the 
case in the extreme western portion pf 
the ceded Sioux lands. There aro teria 
of thousands of head of stock in that sec- 
tion, and notwithstanding tho efforts of 
stoclnueu to prevent them straying on 
the Indian land, largo numbers of cattle 
are each year taken up as.estrays on the 
reservation by the Indians, and they al- 
ways insist upon receiving good pay for 
their trouble before turning the cattle 
over to their white owners. This fre- 
quently causes much trouble and bitter- 
ness between the Indians and stockmen, 
and if not remedied would in time result 
in serious iroublp. 


To prevent the possibility of trouble, 


Agent Brown, of Pine Eidgo called a 
meeting of all stockmen with herds in 
that section and made a proposition to 
them that the government would furnish 
wires and posts for inclosing the western 
and northern sides of the reservation if 
the stockmen and ranchmen residing on 
tho border would construct a durable 
4-wire fence. The proposition was con- 
sidered a fair one, and a fence will un- 
doubtedly be built. This miniature Chi- 
neso wall will bo about 1)0 miles in length.

A very amiable aud lovable- man, Mr, 
Mouamined AYolib, ia in this country 
ooking over the field to decide Tvhethei 
r not tho United States is a promising 
eld for the exploiting of the Moliam- 


medan faith. Ho does not undertake to 


take proselytes to his religion without 
"iving the faiths already m the field fail 
.otice of his probablo intentions. This 
s certainly reasonable, though it is more 
ban \ve of tho Christian churches da 
rhen we send missionaries to India and 
tentral Asia. Tho Mohammedan reli- 
gion has probably 133,000,000 bolierers 
and has many very charming featnres. 
?here are objections to it likewise that 
ve shall not attempt to clef end. Jt is 
rue that in oirr highly civilized land we 
io not prohibit a man from inarri-ing ] 
our or five times, but we insist that he 
shall have been legally released from 
previous matrimonial obligations. The 
•eligion of Islam, mindful of the tmcer- 
aiiities of life and tho vagaries of human 
lappiness, winks at polygamy, while it 
Iocs not enjoin it. To employ the simile 
synthetically, we drive tandem, while the 
Mohammedan harnesses tip four or more 
in hand. 


Among the features that ought to com- 


mend Mohammedanism to a largo pro- 
jortion of our citizens ia its stanch de> 
votion to absention from strong drink. 
3elief in God is admitted and enjoraed. 
As in Buddhism, kindness to all animals 
.s commanded. Its conception of put- 
gatory is picturesque, for good and bad 
iouls alike have to cross the bridge Al 
Sirat, that spans hell and is described 
as finer than n hair and sharper than the 
edge of a sword. Many a believing 
Christian will take considerable comforl 
in the thought that the Mohammedan 
finds it quite as difficult to attain the 
kingdom of heaven its does he. Predes- 
tination was a cardinal doctrine of the 
prophet, but we Christians havo been 
wont to ascribe its promulgation to the 
political motive of rendering his follow- 
ers contemptuous of danger and suffer- 
ing.The Mohammedan religion is simple 
enough and is divided into faith and 
practice—tho latter including prayer, 
almsgiving, fasting and a pilgrimage to 
Mecca, Takon by and large, it is athor- 
oiHjhly practical religion for the laces 
who lead ncmadic lives, and ono pie- 
emincntly calculated for propagation at 
the sword's point. 1 fc ia the latest of all 
the great faiths of tho world, only dating 
back to G-'S A. D., whilo Buddhism is 
probably of 1,200 years earlier origin and 
Hindooism GOO years earlier still. 


Thero is just ono field in this country 


for the introduction of the simple' and 
trusting faiths of the east, and that i- 
the great negio population of the sauth. 
Tho hearts of the lo%vest types of tho col- 
ored races are receptive and naturally 
religious, and any faith now to them that 
will supplant Voodooism ought to be 
welcomed by tho stancliest Christian. 
There are today 1,300,000 of believers in 
that strange and disgusting mysticism. 


The southern negro must have a re- 


ligion of pure credulity, with plenty of 
rewards and the mildest possible punish- 
ments. Buddhism, whose adherent 3 to- 
day number more than one-third of the 
human race, might suit him did it only 
promise a heaven or some equally at- 
tractive cfnture abiding place. Bat it 
offers nothing better than extinction; no 
God, no soul, no hope—save annihila- 
tion! It is a dream of peace—of eternal 
sleep. Nirvana coming to tho believer 
like the snuffing out of a taper. Bud- 
dhism never has been are ligion of fanati- 
cism, bat has always been chau table 
and tolerant. 


If the millions of negroes in the gulf 


states, who are today in Iliu grosse.it in- 
tellectual and moral ignorance, could 
havo formulated for their use a new 
creed uniting somo of the beautiful 
teachings of Gautama and Mohammed, 
they might bo guided in the direct on of 
purer and nobler lives. 
Christianity 


could come later if they felt tho need of 
it, but we do not believe that any man 
or woman who knows the facts regard- 
ing the class to which wo refer will deny 
that Mohammedanism or Buddhism, 
properly introduced and preached, would 
advance the condition of that part of the 
negro race. Great schools like the Yan- 
derbilt and Lincoln universities and the 
institution at Ealeigh do not reach the 
ricefields of Georgia, the cotton planta- 
tions of Sotlth Carolina or the swamps 
of Mississippi and Louisiana. 


Here are great missionary fields and, 


without prejudice, they can be honestly

A. History of tlio ChamTjer nod Hie Build- 


ing; In Which It Mucts— Scones In and 
Around tho Paluco Whtm tho Chamber 
Is Jn Scakloii — Tu o SulurlGfl. 
To Americans, "who know that after 


ihe excitement of the presidential elee- 
iou is over UieiB will ba no change of 
.mporlunco for four years, these contin- 
ual ministerial modifications of the 
French cabinet appear strange, and their 
effect is prejudicial to France both as 
regards her domestic prosperity and her 
mtei national prestige. Under tho di- 
rectory there wore two legislative bodies 
tho "Fivo Hundred" and tho "Ancients." 
After holding their sessions in various 
places — more or less convenient — it was 
decided lo give them tho Palais Bourbon, 
which had been built in 1722, but never 
occupied. They took possession of the 
building in tlio year YH of the republic 
(1708). During the preceding year tho 
necessary improvements had been made 
to render it suitable for the use to which 
it was then Jevoted. 


Fiom that time, tinder tho different 


titles of "Palace of tho Council ot the 
Fivo Hundred," "Pdlaco of the Legisla- 
tive Corps" and "Chamber of Deputies," 
it has always remained consecrated to 
tho service of tho people's representa- 
tives. 


Prom time to time- such improvements 


as economy would permit were made, 
but it was not until 1307, under M"iipo- 
Icou I, that tho grand staircase, sur- 
mounted by tho portal facing tho Pin ce 
do la Concorde, familiar \f- all vL-itois 
to Paris, was constructed. Then it was 
also that the colosbal statues of Justice 
and Prudence, Sully, Colbert, L'Hopital 
and D'Aguesscau wcro placed wheio they 
now stand. These statues, by tho bye, 
which look like inaible, are -in icabty 
made of stono and coveicd with a coat- 
ing of whito glaze. 


Under Napoleon I tho building was at 


first called tho "Palace of the Legisla- 
tive Corps," and tho deputies woro bril- 
liant uniforms. 
Tins caused a wnter of 


tho hnio to bay, "lie gave tho deputies a 
brilliant 
costume, enibioidorcd with 


gold, and at} the banie tinio withdiew 
their right of freo speech." 


It was in I'ili that tho n.ime was 


changed to thit tho building bears to- 
day, "Palace of tho Chamber of JJcpu- 
ticfe," or, as it is moro generally called 
low, ' Chamber of Deputies."

From Its Slie tbe Croatian Was 


Eighty loot Tall. 


Siiico Sanuireand has been a portion of 


tbo Russian dominions it lias becouio 
easy to visi fc. The traveler from Europe 
etui reach, the old capital of Tanieilane 
by tlie Transcaspian railway, -which the 
Rushian government ban constructed 
across tlio Toorkoman deserts with so 
inucli boldness and which \vas Crushed 
as far as Samarcand bis years ago. Less 
than three milea to tho northeast of Sa- 
marcand and outside of the extreme 
limits of the ancient city is a tomb which 
is called Khodja-Dauiar, This tomb, ac- 
cording to tho Mussulman Upends, is the 
burial place of tho Prophet Daniel. Tho 
spot whao this tomb stands is railed 
Afrousial), and there aro Been rums 
which aro very probably those of the an- 
cient city of Jl.tracanda, destroyed by 
Alexander tbo Great. 


This was an immense town, whose 


walla, wo are told, had a compass of 00 
stadia, or about 10 miles. It is separated 
from. Samaicand by a naked hill, the soil 
of which is one vast cemetery. Tho sep- 
ulcher of IQiodja-Daniar ia built on a 
Bolt o£ teriaco or cornice. A half dozen 
great mash, from tho tops of which hang 
some ELicrcd iMgti or longs mado of hoise 
tails, the height of -\\hich is proportion- 
ed to the importaiico o£ tho saint, rl&o 
abovo tho barcophagus1, which stands in 
tho open air, shelteied by no building of 
any kind. 
This Bircophagus is con- 


structed with heavy masonry. The saint 
who reposes Iherois beyond a doubt roal- 
ly dead, but his niodo of behavior n 
moro thau curious Binco, though dead, 
ho continues to grow constantly m his 
Bopnlcher. 


Every two or three years the- mollahs-, 


who are tho guardians of tho palace, de- 
terniino by a learned calculation, the 
data, oi which I was not ablo 1o learn, 
how much it is proper to lengthen the 
sepulcbor in order lo make its dimension; 
correspond to thoso of its tenant. To 
judgo fiom tho present length of tbo 
tomb, tho height of tbo Prophet Danie' 
was- or rtiould havo been at tlio date ol 
my visit in IfcOi about SO feet. His hcighl 
must bo .1 little moio now. It should bo 
observed that tlio giowlh of the saml is 
iu length oiil}' and nut in breadth 
The 


development ol tlio breadth ot his ghoul- 
dels ib not in proportion to that of his 
height.—Revuo deb Deux ilondcs.
